2. The barracks installation which was part of the former Sernan engincer 
training site on Schumkasee, is also called Schunka Kaserne. I+ is 
located 1 km northwest of Sperenberg and 1 im south of huancrsdorf, 
and quartered an engineer unit under the command of Uajor Tionov, 
(fnu). The unit, which numbered about 600 troops with black-bordored 
black epaulets, left by rail during the night of 23 April, and were 
allesedly going to a training site on the Elbe River, Only a rear detail 
of J; men remained at the installation, but it was allegedly to depart 
soon, A German worlman employed in the Schuna Kaserne stated that a 
high-echelon engineer headquarters would move into the installation, 
The building which as to quarter tho cormanding general was being re= 
conditioned, (2) 


3+ The barracks installation on the south side of the Kummersdorf-Jottow 
road quartered a Soviet tank mit. 


. The irtillerie Kasorne at the humersdorf railroad station was occuied 
by ¢ Soviet artillery unit which vas roferred to as Unit Zilenkov, 
after its supoly officer. The unit vas oquiv.cd with an undetermined 
nunbor of 76.2 mm field howitzers and departed by rail about the middle 
of April, leaving behind only a guard detail, (3)

The former arsenal has been converted into a military theater, and 
the former vost commander's residence into a mess and PX for all wits 
at the post.

Se Comments. 
(1) The AT artillery unit in the Eisenbahnpionier Kaserne, Rehagen, is believed 


to be a component of the 199th Light Arty Brig of the Third Gds Mecz army. 
The engineer unit in the Schumka Kaserne is probably a headquarters unit 
of the Third Gds Mecaz Army. Since another source observed a troop train 
en route from Sperenberg to Wittenberg on 26 April 1951, it is believed 
that the engineer unit may have gone to Wittenberg. 

The artillery unit in the Artillerie Kaserne at the Kummersdorf railroad 
station is probably a component unit of the 199th Light Arty Brig of the 


Third Gds Mecz Army. 


The AAA unit in the former officers’ mess is believed to belong to the un- 
identified AAA division of the Third dds Mecz Army. 
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
